Qovornora.witli expensive 
staflfs were saddled oil the young and 
straggling colonies of British Columhia 
anc^^^Yaucouver Island; salaries — al- 
, ways ver3' higli — were (i.>ced by the 
Homo Government; tiie ghost of repre- 
sentative institution.s wa.s created, and 
the people's representatives were sent to 
do battle for tiio pcoplo'.s rights af,'aiiist 
oflioial m.ajorities and vote the salaries 
afore.said. In ISCG, .so intolerable -had 
the situation on the island bcconie,that 
the popular biMuch of the legislature 
petitioned the Imperial Governuieiit to 
unite the island with British Columbia 
"upon such terms as your Majesty may 
bo pleased to grant." iStattors must 
have been indeed desperate when it 
was diioniod nece.ssary that the puti- 
liou from which the quotation is inailo 
should be telegraphed to London and 
paid for by po])ular subscription. The 
prayer having been granted and the 
colonies united, there followed a long 
and bitter contest which liad for its ob- 
ject the incorporation of the united pro- 
vince with the thon recently formed 
(Canadian confederation, 'riio end was 
attained - in 1871, aHd the colony be 
came^part of Canada. It is true thai 
our just expectations have not been 
mot and tlnit Canadian obligations 
havo not been fulfdled; but there is 
surely a more cflectivc remedy at hand 
than a return to Downing Street rule 
on a Qrdwii colony basis. We have 
too vivid a recollection of liow every 
interest sufl'ered when this was a Crown 
colony and governed by men whoso 
chief aim seemed to be the collection of 
tlioir enormous .salaries, to ever wish 
to return . to tliat condition. What 
guarariteo has "islander" that should 
the island pass back into Imperial 
hands the island railway, drydock,etc., 
etc., would bo secured 1 "When the 
sky falls we shall all catch larlcs." If the 
cord is to be cut lot us, at least, con- 
sider our future destiny from a practi- 
cal standpoint and take nothing for 
granted. 

Jukd^0AKD WrTNBS'SES'Wi 
DEMNITT. 

The Poole murder trial furnishes 
another strong argument in favor of 
the proper indemnity of jurymen 

and witnes.ses. Tho case occiipieti the 
court for the best part of three 
weeks and during all that time the 
jurors empanelled to try it were pi'e- 
eluded from attending to their various, 
businesses. ■ ■ Ono. of thesb "good men ; 
and true" is said to have sacrificed his 
situation on tho altar of his country 
and the entire body are lieavy pecuni- 
ary suflerers. We have asked the cpies- 
tion, who is to compensate these men 
for their losses i The government or- 
gan replies that it "gives it " So do 
not wo "give it up." Tho conundrum 
is one for which an answer may be 
furnished- ofT-hand. It is the duty of 
the government to indemnify juror.i 
properly, and while tiiey are perform- 
ing that &imi)le act of justice they 
should not forget the witnesses who;" 
through change of venue from Lillooot 
to Westniinsterjhavo been \i\xt to heavy 
expense. 1 fort whicli the government 
does not propose to provide snfHcient 
compensation. Tlio same may be said 
of the witnes.ses in the Ussiiku mur- 
der case.- -They, too, were brought a 
long, distance to give evidence, and 
now find to their great and natural dis- 
satisfaction that the indemnity offered 
will not defray their traveling ex- 
penses, not to mention compensation 
for loss of time. AU this is wrong. 
When a minister sets out on his travels 
ho always takes care to draw on the 
treasury for ordinary as well as extra- 
ordinary expenses. He never tliinks 
of asking a vo^e of the House in ad- 
vance. What obstacle can possibly 
exist to the government following the 
same course with regard to jury- 
men and witnesses and throwing them- 
selves on the House for indemnity I

The C'aiybj-iiiaiifor December endeavors 
to demolish another historic idol. Tradi- 
tion asserts that in tlie year 1592 De Fuca. 
ontored tho straits that now bear his 

neme in a Spanish exploring vesaol. Tho 
Califuniiaii- claims that tlio voyage was a 
myth and that De Fuca never professed 
to have made it until he became an old 
man and wished.to enlist English aid in 
prosocuting further explorations for a 
northwest passago,>^hen he nannted tho 
pretended circumstances to Michael Lock, 
whom he met in Venice in li)9G. No 
part of the story is supported by Spanish 
or Mexican authorities, tho geography is 
glaringly incorrect, and .as tho Spanish 
authoritios novor laid claim to such dis- 
co vory^; it is declared impossible that such 
an cxp&cUtion-sBhpifld^^^ sailed from 
Sfoxicoi'br '' under the auspices of the 
Spanisli authorities. Moreover "LX)n- 
ourrent history negatives, and a mercen- 
ary motive taints, the whole story." This 
ia tho conclusion of the CaHjhrniaii 
wiiter, who- adds : " ^Yhetllor Lock 
fabricated tho story, and what was his 
piirposo, or whether the so-called Greek 
pilot imposed on him, will novor bo 
learned.

LoxDON, Nov. 28. — Lord Hugh Sel- 
borne. Lord Chancellor, yesterday pre- 
sided nt a meeting of tho Judges of the 
High Court of Justice for the [ilirposc 
of considering the existing vacancies on 
till! judical Bench. The conference ad- 
jouriiid until Monday. This council 
is empowered to meet under tlio pro- 
visions of the Judicature Act, nnd to 
make recommendations regarding the 
constitution of the law courts, their 
status and Judges. It isthouht the con 
ference will recommend that tho oflices 
of Chief Baron of the Exchequer and 
Ghief-Ju.stice of the Court of Common 
Pleas be allowed to lapse. The nj) 
pointment of Lord Coleridge as Chief- 
Justice of England virtually fuses the 
tliree Common Law divisions. Chief- 
Justice Colciidgo ranks as president of 
tho Conumiu Law side of the H;gli 
Court, the Lord High Chancellor rank- 
ing as supreme on the Chancery aide, 
while all the other Judges become 
J udges of first instances on their res- 
pective! sides, without reference to the 
Court to which they have hitherto be- 
longed. It is believed that a great 
step will be gMnecl towards carrying 
out the reforms which the judicature 
Acts were intended , to efffeot.

Two native men, ono 
iiati\c woman, nnd a boy were .cap- 
tured and taken to Lovuka.<-i Thp,>;na- 
tives of llowa coniidetely "wrecked 'ttie 
residence of Mrs. Williams at Sumatis 
who narrowly escni)ed with her life. 
While tho cutter Idaho, Captain jMc 
Millan, was recruiting labor at the Isl- 
and of Sante natives boarded her un 
der tho pretense of iuqu^ing for^. la- 
bor, and in the absence of a lioat's crew 
at tho shore tomahawked the captain 
nnd the native crew remaining on 
board, except two, wdio got below, ob- 
tained muskets niul drove tho mur- 
derers overboard. Tho boat's crow 
were^attaclced at the same time and all 
wero'killed^ except |wo who foaclied 
tho cutter nnd sailed liway. The shoot- 
ing of some natives nnd running down 
of somo canoes about throo months ago 
were the cau.so of the attack. The na- 
tives are armed with modern weapons 
obtained'from Queensland, and grow- 
daily more dangerous and insolent. 
Traders assert that no one's life is safe 
amongst tho islands, nor will bo so un- 
til there is a radical change in the 
absurd regulations wdiich have nourish 
ed contempt in the native mind for the 
English flag.
